REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF 
THE  TOW]tf  OF  EPSOM. 


The  school  year  of  1902  has  hecome  history,  the  reading  of 
which  varies  but  little  from  that  of  former  years.  We  have 
maintained  six  schools,  each  having  an  equal  length  of 
twenty-nine  weeks. 

We  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  obtain  the  services  of 
competent  and  faithful  teachers.  A  great  many  people  are 
under  the  impression  that  a  capable  teacher  is  all  that  is 
necessary  for  a  successful  school;  but  while  the  teacher  is,  of 
course,  the  most  essential  part,  there  are  two  more  of  equal 
importance,  and  those  are  earnest  pupils  and  interested  par- 
ents. Given  these  three  and  you  cannot  fail  of  having  a 
j>rosperous  school. 

Very  many  parents  expect  too  much  from  a  teacher;  re- 
member that  courtesy  and  polite  attention — the  foundation 
for  a  good  scholar — begins  at  home.  In  five  schools  we  have 
retained  the  same  teachers.  This  we  consider  a  great  advan- 
tage; where  a  teacher  is  successful  in  one  term,  she  can  take 
up  the  work  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  and  carry  it 
on  with  greater  improvement  than  a  strange  teacher. 

We  have  added  supplementary  reading  for  the  higher  class- 
es, and  have  placed  the  Standard  dictionaries  in  each  school. 
Many  of  the  pupils  will  not  enter  higher  grades  and  we  think 
that  they  should  have  a  chance  to  find  the  proper  pronuncia- 
tion and  definition  of  the  words  they  will  use  in  every-day 
life. 

The  new  law  requiring  the  town  to  pay  the  tuition  of  high 
school  pupils,  should  act  as  an  incentive  to  all  pupils  to  im- 
prove their  town  opportunities,  and  then  avail  themselves  of 
high  school  advantages.  We  question  whether  some,  who 
think  they  are  ready  to  enter  the  high  school,  might  not  at- 
tend the  town  schools  longer,  to  their  own  improvement. 
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Were  the  pupils  in  all  towns  required  by  the  state  super- 
intendent to  pass  a  prescribed  examination  in  their  studies 
before  leaving  the  town  schools,  perhaps  there  would  not  be 
so  much  complaint  of  the  over-crowding  of  the  high  schools. 

We  have  at  present  a  diversity  of  language  books  in  the 
schools.  Hyde's  seems  to  be  giving  the  best  satisfaction  and 
will,  doubtless,  be  introduced  into  all  the  schools  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  spring  term. 

The  removal  of  Rev.  James  Blue  from  town  in  December 
necessitated  the  appointment  of  some  one  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Charles  A.  Brown  accepted  the  appointment,  at  the  request 
of  the  other  members  of  the  board. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  repairs  on  five  school- 
houses.  The  house  at  Short  Falls  has  been  newly  plastered, 
painted,  and  the  stone-work  straightened  and  cemented,  mak- 
ing a  pleasant  and  warm  room.  At  New  Orchard,  the  build- 
ings were  newly  shingled.  At  Gossville,  the  ceiling  was  re- 
paired and  painted.  A  new  chimney  was  built  at  the  Moun- 
tain and  closets  for  books  and  supplies  placed  in  the  Moun- 
tain and  Centre  houses. 

The  number  of  children  in  town,  by  selectmen's  enumera- 
tion in  April,  1902,  is:     Boys,  45;  girls,  60. 

We  are  aware  that  our  mistakes  have  been  many,  but 
through  all  our  aim  has  ever  been  to  "  accomplish  the  great- 
est good  to  the  greatest  number.*'
